‘The order 
undes the jurisidic:ion of the Grand 
of the United States now 
bers about 300 000 contributing members, 
comprised in 3300 lodges, and located in 
every State and Territory in the Uvion. 
The revenue cot the Order during the past 
yoar approximated $2 505.000, and’ the 
disbursements in the same time for re- 
lieving the wants of the sick and needy. 
brothers, burying the dead and educating 
the orpbans, were not far from $8)0,000. 
The reeources of the Order are probab'y 
fifty miilions, avd many fine building; 
for lodge and encampment purposes are 
owned by the brotberhocd. 

After the oration, another ode entitled 
“The Birthday of the Order,’’ was sung 
to the tune of *“* Auid Lang Syne,” the 
entire audience joining. Banediction 
was then p-onounced by Kev. Bro. Geo 
H Clinton, and the procession reformed 
and marched back to the center of the 
city, where it-was dismiesed. There 
were probably five thousand persons in 
the riuk during the excrcises. The pro- 
cession contained about three thousand 
members of the Order.

WASdINGTON, April 26. 
-CUBAN AFFAIRS, 

The dispateh sent Saturday that the 
G overnm eat intended to-issue no procla- 
mation of neutrality regarding Cuban 
matters, is fally confirmed, whi'e official 
dizpatches from Havana, just at band, 
show that there is no reason for any ag- 
gressive movement on the part of the 
Administration to protect the rights of 
American citizens, and the property of 
the same in Cubs, These dispatches 
show that every person whose American 
citizenship bas been established has been 
released from prison. There were only 
three of them. The two persons taken 
on the high seas from the American brig 
Lizzie Major bave also been released, 
and it is expected that the Mary Powell, 
seized and libdelled in a Spanish Admi- 
ralty Court, will also be given up. Aside 
frou this the Spanish Minister assured 
the State Department to day that his in- 
f-rmation indicated that the insurgents 
were gruwing weaker, and that the au- 
thorities were pushing troops into the ia- 
terior more rapidly than ever, and the 
apaee from Spain have been sent to the 

ront.

Report of a Committee fo the 
Chamber of Commerce. 


The following is the report of the ape- 
cial committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce to which was referred tho duly of 
preparing an address to be forwarded tc 
the principal cities of Kirope, with a 
view of giving information in relation t. 
the trade of this city, the Character ang 
uvility of the eurrounding ccuniry, ane 
erpecially setting forth er attractions as 
acetton market. The ‘‘proof’’ of the 
document was received by u3 at too late 
an hour on Tuesday. night for insertion 
in yesterday’s issue, Wenow presenti, 
shorn of certain superfluilies in the way 
uf introductory, etc.: 

In venturing ts» present to the com 
mercial cities of arope the accompany: 
ing reportof the trade«cf the ciiy o' 
Memphis for the year 1867-5, this Cnam- 
ber would firat invite attextion to the 


| facts touchivg tbe pusition of Memphis 


and the resources of the region immedi- 
ately surrounding fer. Sach an exhinit 
must be interesticy, when it is reniem- 
bered less than fifty years ago tae 
country immediately soutu of Memphis, 
cow known a3 North Missirsippi, ss also 
west cf us, ia the State of Arsaanusas, was 
Wilderness, Whoee sole human occu- 
pants were ladian savages. ‘These have 
all been removed to the * far West,’ and 
their former Luating grounds sre now 
among the most procuctive focd aud 
ion districts in the Worid, aud the abodes 
of civilization and refinement. The re 
sult ia a city Whose growth trom 1550 te 
1860 cuisitnipped that of avy other city in 
the American Upion, Brooklyn, N.Y, 
being second, and Chicage, Lil, being 
third. The trace of Memphis reaches in 
some directious two and three huccred 
of miles into the interior, and is rapidly 
growing ; but we eepecisily invile alten- 
tion to the statistics of the country only 
125 miles around her, embracing eighteeu 
counties in the State of Tennessee, twen- 
ty in Mississipp!, aud twenty in Arzau- 
sas. ‘his arca cof 260 miles in diameter, 
is ubususliy well watered, traversed as 
it is by the grestestof all rivers, the Mis 
sissippi, (on whose banks our city is lo- 
cated,) #!so the Tennessee, Arkansas and 
White rivere, With their many vaviga- 
ble tributaries, offering several thousand 
miles of steamboat navigation. It bas 
more thau one thousand inijies of rail- 
ways in dajiy operation; among which 
are the ** Meinphia and Cuarleston,” with 
its connections running East, giving us 
uninterrupted daily communication 
with Norfolk, Va., (said to be the finert 
harbor in America,) aud Charleston, 8. 
C., on the Atlantic seaboard. ‘the 
‘Memphis and Louisville,’ running 
northeasierly, making convections with 
all the cities of the Northern and West- 
ern States, reaching New York, Boston 
and Philadelphia, insiue of sixty bours. 
fhe Mizeissippi and Teunesses,” run- 
ning South, win its connection, placing 
us within twenty-four bours of the city 
of New Orieans. Tie * and 
Little Rock,’’ running West, through the 
state of Arkansas to iis cepital, 150 
miles; this latter rond is inevitab'y 
tuned to be contiaued tu, and afford our 
only reiiasble (the year sround), iagland 
connection the Pacitit Osean, We 
have alsoin course of Ccorstructiou two 
other roads ; o06 runuing southeasteriy 
through the State of Mississippi, into 
the very heart of the colton region of: 
Alabama; the other ruoniog almost due 
north through the States of Tennegs<e 
and Kentucsy, ficeding its terminus on 
the Qnioriver. We have still svother 
now in course of location, soyth 
through the great cotton valley of the 
Yeo, thus giving us already completed 
four, and soen to be geven, grest trunk 
railweys radiating from this city. We 
have mails (bree aud four tinjes per cay, 
from ail parts of the Union, and bonriy 
telegraphic communication with al! the 
Jarge cities of Europe and Ambries, 
No msn jiving within this area of 200 
miles, is more than twenty-five miles 
from «a railroad or navigable stream, 
end hence ail within it have ready and 
easy access to Memphis as their market. 
Memphis is situated near the thirty-fifth 
paraliel of north latituie, and hence im- 
mediately at the head of the great eaut- 
too growing beit, with easy access in 
every direction to the fiaest cotton lands 
in the worid; at the same time ahe 
vtanis in the very midst of as fine a 
grain region &3 in America. ~ Phe 
ceneus tables, which are prepared uader 
the direction of Goverument ofli-ers, 
show thatin 1560 this area of 125 miies 
sround Memphis vontained @ population 
of 890,000 souls. counticg emoraced 
within this circie produced S70 bales 
of cotton, of the crop of 1859, much over 
one-sixth of the largest crop ever grown 
in the South, and early a bale to every 
inhabitant. In the same year, these 
same counties produced one aad a hal! 
bushels of wheat, four bushels of sweet 
potatoes, and forty bushels of Iudian 
corn for every inhabitant, besides an 
abundance of Irish potatoes, beans, peas, 
onicns, fruits, etc. At the sama time 
they had 1,512 000 head of swine, or two. 
to every inhabitant, 260.000 hoises and 
mules, or oe to every three aod a half 
ivchabitants, $4,000 miich cows, or one to 
eVery ten persons, and 360,000 sheep, or 


one to every two and ‘& hali persons, be- 


sides a large proportion cf other horned 
cattle. 

For the growth of luscious fruits, such 
as peaches, apples, pears, grapes, figs, 
melone, the whole region within this 


Tadius is peculiarly adapte:’, as the lati- 


tude heretofore mentioned, wi!l of itself 
indicate. Thess fryita all ripen from four 
to six weeks earlier thanin what are 
termed the North, Middle, Ceutral and 
Northwestern States, as do also all the 
cereals and horticuljtural productions; 
thus reoderirg their cultivation much 
more profitabie than the productions of 
a higher latitude, being enabled to reach 
by our railway communications the 
more densely populated States and cities 
in twenty to sixty hours, Lands are ex- 
ceedingly cheap throyghout all this 
region, the actual fee costing less per 
acre than is anpuaily paid for rent in the 
derisely populated portions of Europe. 
Viewing this regiou in all its advan- 
tages, if msy bejusily regarded es having 
no equal in the Union, if, indeed, it has 
in avy part of the civilized world, Hav- 
ing saidthus much of the agricultural 
and commercial facilities of Memphis 
and her surroundings, we wiil direct at- 
tention to her peeu'iar advantag-s as a 
cotton market. We have already ad- 
verted to the fact, that anterior tc the 
great civil war, C:mmencing in 1561, 
that the region of cour t-y of whies, by 
the theory of both nature aod commer- 
cial economy shouid fiod ita metropolis 
at Memphis, raised largely over one- 
sixth of the entire cotton crop of the 
Southern States. It is true, that of this 
production we have never handled but 
about one-half, reeching in the season of 
1859-60, 400,000 bales. Itisof the unto- 
ward causes conducing to such results 
taat we wou'd now speak, and of which 
we should make strequous eff :rts to dis. 
encumber ourselves, and realizsa to our- 
seives that bright future which our hon- 
ored guest fully comprehends as tru'y 
belonging to us. Anterior to tne sea. 
son of 1858-9 Memphis was almost 
wholly depenve>t upon New Orleans 
market in which to dispose of her 
cotu productions ; her only other being 
found with the few cotton mills in the 
valley of the Ojvio river; takirg from 
the seasons of 1851-2 to 1857 8, (the first 
of which wehave any reliable record), 
an average of about 23 (00 balesannually, 
the balance of thecrop of this great re- 
gion being forced to New Orleans. Asa 
consequence of this necessity the great 
mass of cotton produc in this region,

We are with- 
out precise vata from this year until the 
s8aguD Of 1565-6, which brings ua to an 
epoca of imementous chsrges; war 
bad dosclated and impoverisbed the 
South, issving our labor system revo- 
lutiogized aud demoralized. Our own 
city and district had suffered 
peculiar hardships. For long 
yeirs being a center of active hostilities, 
our piauters were c siparatively devoid 
of wo kine stock or agriculturel imple- 
wents, our driven to cr al- 
moet to tha verge.i bankruptcy, were 
-nabl.d te furniso Gomparatively iitile 
aid in fartherane: of acrop. We reai- 
‘2ed that season tut about 113 000 bales 
of gen cpbtire eop. of 1,718,000 bates, 
which included the rempants of crops 
(hat had beon preserved from deatrue-. 
tion frum thre lmmenee crop of 1861-2 and 
other years of the war. Of the crop of 
1865-7 Wwe receive: 227626 bales, of 
which obly about 40,000 found outlet via 
New avd isrge proportion of 
this waa shipped direct to the New 
land and European epiuners. Of tho 
season of 1867-8 we received 254,000, and 
(hough shipping seme 40,000 to New Or- 
leank, only about 25.000 being sent to 
New Oricnans for nourket. OF the ex- 
ports thus far (bis season of 215,000 bales, 
we estimate that not to exceed 10 000 
have found market in New Orieans, 
Reducing figures to an actuality, and 
smsumicvg the Government statistics of 
1860 (which is the Iast officis)) the

ern States. Further, assuming the 


hypothesis, that to the preponderance 
and cecouomy of moving facilities cffsred 
must insure the greatest benefits, what 
may we not expect when our present in- 
augurated railway system is completed, 
the more especisily when our genial eli- 
inate aod incomparable soil is consid- 
ered? We have said thus much in this 
latter Connection wtth aview of im- 
pressing upon the European spinner the 
growWivg estimate placed upon Memphis 
coitons by the American spinner, (and 
we are happy to note the marked appre- 
elation during the present season by 
muetly coutinental spinners,) and, in the 
eadeavor to incuicate the same impres- 
sious With the European spianer. The 
more ehali we be inepirited to this end if 
we shall be enabled to induce investiga- 
tion, in counection with what we have 
ulrendy eaid, facts relative to facilities 
for expeditious and cheap transportation, 
and of the seeouomy of reachiuy the fac- 
ier, time and inpeurance, over that of any 
ether Golttun market in America. We 
wou'd state that at this moment, the 
freight on eostton hence to New 
York, ali rail, consequentiy free of 
insurance, is only sixty cents per 
one huodred pounds, or about 
$2 89 per bais, gold basis, and bas ave- 
raged near this figure the entire season ;

In c neiusion, Mr, President, your 
committee trust that they have offered 
aulil jient incentives to induce thatinves- 
tigution, which ehall lead to a develop 
ment of the following, to us eseemicg 
self evident facts, vz: That our crops of 
cotton bear a beiter average stsp'e and 
body, and a larger preportion of the 
higher grades than spy other marked in 
America, and that they cau be procured 
with # greater economy of expsuse and 
time thaa ary other, and we sincerely 
trustthe dsy is not far distant when we 
shall be familiariz:-d with a distinctive 
classification, and when Memphis shall 
comusaod by ber inherent right all that 
commercial economy truly entilles ber 
to.

CRIMINAL CourRT.— Wm.
